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RURAL EDUCATION EXPERIMENTS 


IN THE KINDERSLEY DISTRICT 


Continued from last week 

Winnipeg— The Manitoba I'ree 
P-ess published the following ari 
\cle in connection with the Kina 
ers'ey Rural Supervisory Area, 

ARTICLE V 

There does not seem to be an an- 
vil chorus in the whole Kindersley 
area, at least so far as the super- 
visory system is concerned, The 
unanimity is almost uncanny. 

We ‘ook forward to Miss Grant's 
visits ,expiained one of the teach 
ers. “It is a bit lonesome teaching 
in a country school with no one 
with whom we can discuss things, 
that is professional difficulties. 
The inspector only gets around 
once or twice a year and he has 
s0 much to do. Miss Grant comes 
three or four times and stays ail 
day. She has been through it all 
herself, and so understands. l’er 
haps she has a new suggestioa to 
make; perhaps she has brough'! 
some new material; but whether 
she has anything tangible to offer 
or not, somehow when she g0es 
away one finds oneself with lresh 
enthusiasm. The old plodding 
round feeling is gone and you are 
left with the idea that your school 
counts.” 

At the beginning of the term the 
supervisor ascertains the standing 
of the grades in each subject. She 
talks over the curriculum with the 
teacher and helps her make out 
her programme. She discusses with 
her the materials at hand and what 
can be made of them and whai 
can be obtained from the provin- 
cial and federal governments. 

During subsequent visits she 
consults with the teacher over cer 
tain weaknesses of some of the 
pupils and makes suggestions for 
new approaches. She brings read- 
ing material, pictures and the like 
for the junior grades, or suggests 
where such can be obtained, She 
helps with the organization of 
play. If the teacher is troubled 
about some subject, the supervisor 
teaches a class. She carries help 
from one teacher to another. And 
she makes a determined effort to 
get the round pegs into the round} 
holes, | 

Thus many teachers who aslebt| 
otherwise be handicapped and dis 
couraged are a triumphant suc- 
cess. One board was greatly troub-| 
led because the teacher of its 
quiet, easily managed children ot 
{ts school, was along the Prussian 
order. She meant every kindness to 
the little folks and paralyzed them 
with her sergeant-major manner, 

Along the way was a teacher of 
exactly the opposite type, gentle 
and rather lacking in disciplinary 
qualifications, Her class, flowing 
over with energy, took advantage 
of the situation, not to the raising 
of their academic standing. At 
exchange of teachers is indicate. 
and will be smoothly and painless 
ly effected, 

There is the getting together o 
the teachers on Saturday morn- 
ings for professional—and person- 
al— talks. If the country pupi: 
suffers from isolation, so does the 
country teacher, 

“For the young teacher the sys 
tem is invaluable,” commented one 
of the teachers in the area, “Or 
for that matter for all of us. Up te 
Christmas I wasn’t sure for it was 
all new, But now I am. No matte: 
how long you have taught, it is 
like new life to find someone as in 
terested as you are and as under. 
standing. It makes you feel that 
you have a friend on whom you 
can call any time.” The schoo] in 
spector had the same good wor! 
“I have been troubled for a lon; 
while,” he said “I simply hadn 
the time myself with this hug: 
territory. The supervisor fills th: 
gap.” 

In Saskatchewan 
the act, if there is a 
Grades Nine and Ten 
taught in the school, This means 
that some country schools have 
ten grades. To help out the Depart- 
ment of Education has instituted 
& correspondence course, which 
supplies outlines of the lessons, 
The teachers are required to cor- 
rect the exercises, 

There are 3,183 in Grade Nine 
under this system, 1,712 in Grade 
Ten and 102 in’ Grade _ Eleven. 
These are in connection with the 
one room schools, For those out- 
tide of school districts there are 
nearly 1,000 taking high school 
correspondence work, But in the 
rural school it means a heavy bur- 
den for the teacher, Undoubtedly 
the correspondence courses are a 
tremendous help, but here again 
the supervisor is a rock in assist- 
ing the teacher to arrange the 
work to that the small grades wi!l 
not be sacrificed to the higher

He came to Strathmore 
to hear the appeal on June 17th 
but the Company did not appear, 
and it was thought that the matter 
was closed, However this was an 
error, and on June 30th Mr Spence 
after doing some heavy thinking, 
gave an order reducing the assess- 
ment which means a rebate of $28 
for the Grain Corporation, they 
having paid their taxes before the 
order was made,

disappear from the strong box of 
that trusty custodian of the town 
shekels,

EXPERIMENT WITH 

GOLF AT NIGH1

Chicago, An attempt to popular: 
ize golf at night—not the miniature 
kind—will be made at a nine hole 
course at West Wilmette, 

Nine steel towers each 75 feet 
high, have been installed on the 
short course at a cost of about 
$32,000, Tests made this week re. 
veal that the flight of the ball is 
more easily followed under this 
lighting system than it is in the 
daylight, 

The distance from the holes vary 
from 75 to 165 yards, and all 
clubs may be used except wooden 
ones, which are barred because of 
the danger of long drives hitting 
other players, 

The sponsors of the project be- 
lieve that if it meets with the ex- 
pected success that the ancient 
game of golf will be revolutionized 
throughout the country, 

Other attempts at night golf 
failed because of poor lighting but 
engineers who installed the light- 
ing system at the West Wilmette 
course have assured the owners 
that the illuminating system will 
not handicap the present effort.

These were very choice cattle, 
young, light, well finished carcas- 
es, and it was the first time in 
Smithfield that imported beef sui 
up to Scottish beef. One dealer 
in Smithfield told me he sold some 
of it at one haltpenny per lb above 
Scota, . 

“The day we visited Smithfield” 
Mr Marshall said, “the best Ar- 
gentine chilled hindquarters were 
selling at 18c per lb and Scotch 
beef at 27c. This spread was a lit- 
tle larger than usual, but it gives 
some idea of the sensation created 
by this Canadian beef trom Alber- 
ta when it equalled the price of 
Scots, Messrs McIntyre and Scott 
spent some time in Smithtie®, 
Market with W A Wilson, of the 
Canadian Department of Agricul- 
tural discussing prices and possib- 
ilities of Canadian beef in Britain 
Must Hold Trade, 

“There is no doubt the market, 
The shipping arrangement’ are 
satisfactory, though the price of 
cattle would seem to warrant a 
lower freight rate. What we need 
most now seems to be organizcd 
effort in Canada to have cattle 
going forward with a@ regularity 
that will hold the trade. This is 
not easily done, but some arrange- 
ments can surely be made which 
will improve the situation. The re- 
moval of the British embargo 
against Canadian cattle ‘s now 
proving of great import&uee to 
Canadian cattle raisers. It was well 
worthwhile securing, 

“Mr Kohler remained behind to 
make some further inquiries and 
to see two groups of cattle bred by 
Mr McIntyre sold on the Birken- 
head and Glasgow markets. A 
cable from Mr Kohler to the boat 
announced one sale that Mr Me:

Mr Marshall said he met Sir 
Charles Howell Thomas, Verman- 
ent Secretary to the British Minis 
try of Agriculture at Sir Robert 
Greig’s home in Edinburgh and 
Sir Charles was quite interested in 
this Canadian trade, The Ministry 
had amended the shipping regula:

able the lumber required and the 
cost of fitting boats, Sir Charies 
explained,

Every Pool member will be giv- 
en the option: — 

(1) Of delivering his wheat on 
Poo) basis ,accepting the prevail- 
ing initial payment, and participa: 
ting in any future payments which 
may accrue from the pooling 
thereof; or 

(2) Of disposing of his grair 
under any of the methods provide: 
by Canada Grain Act and obtain 
ing full current market price 
same.

System in connection with the new tunnel is of particular interest, for it not only handles 
trains through the tunnel and on to the main line, but covers tramline and railway cross 

ings which are made on the way to the tunnel mouth at the land end. A signal cabin on 
the main line, at the outskirts of the city, houses the control system, The operator faces 


a board, shown in the top picture, w 


ch consists of a number of electric !evers for 


opening and closing switches and also has 20 rotary buttons, for operating the lights of 
a like number of signals at various points on the trackage covered. By the same board, 
the operator is able to locate his train or trains at any moment, It will be noted that the 
control board is practically a map of the tunnel tracks, the numbers on it corresponding 


to those on the signal posts. The line runnin 


down the board is the tunnel and the 


lines across the top of it represent the tracks of the main line. The signals to engineers 
from the posts are made by means of red, gellow and green lights, indicating ‘‘stop”’, 
“caution” and “proceed”, res-
